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Church Leaders Wouldn't 
Want Santa Claus Left Out

Big, innocent eyes, looking up 
into yours. Hoping, asking. “ Is 
there really a Santa Claus...is 
there?” 


5 ou have to answer, one way o 
another. A grownup surely mus 
know. You have to tell then 
something. They'll keep on ask 
ing. 
“ Well, is there really...?" Bi, 
eyes blinking, wistful. 
What should you say? It's up t< 
the parents, of course. But from 
persons most versed in the facts 
of Christmas comes a gentle an­ 
swer: 
“ Yes. there is a Santa Hans. 
“ He s a wonderful reality in the 
world in which children live.” says 
the Rev. Dr. John Sutherland 
Bonnell, of New York, a noted 
Presbyterian minister. 
“ He’s their earthly symbol of a 
heavenly benevolence." 
Similar sentiments come from 
various church leaders, men clos­ 
est concerned with the proprieties 
of Christmas. They wouldn't want 
Santa left out. 
“ The c h i l d r e n are for him," 
says President J. Reuben Clark, 
8*. of Salt Lake City, high coun­ 
selor of the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints. "And I'm 
for him too." 
If Santa is precented in proper 
perspective, clergymen say, he 
not only can delight the hearts of 
the young, hut help them under­ 
stand the spirit of the day. 
"He can be for them a vivid 
personification of generosity, hap­ 
piness, 
goodness, concern and 
care.” says the Rev. Dr. W J, 
Lopper? of New York, a Method­ 
ist authority on Christian educa­ 
tion. 
“ Children need a concrete pro­ 
jection of ideas in order to grasp 
them." 
Rut aren't you misleading the 
little ones if you let them believe 
in Santa** Won t they be di>;l!u- 
moned later on. and think the 
whole Christmas story is a fable. 
too-* Not so. conies the answer, if 
t' ey're taught right. 
“ It s not a matter of whether 
Santa is. but who he is," says the 
Rev 
Dr James A. Davidson a 
White 
Plains. 
N, Y., 
Baptist 
pastor: 
“ As children grow older, their 
concepts of him nroaden. and they 
find he really does exist—that he 
is every doer of kindness. He 
beautifies the truth for them—and 
they later learn he really is the 
truth " 


The churches naturally, how­ 
ever, disapprove any tendency to 
nake Santa a predominant figure 
if the festivities to the extent that 
ie detracts from the fundamental 
noint—the birthday of Jesus. 
“ When Santa Claus becomes the 
enter of Die occasion, instead o! 
.hat should be the center, then 
.ie whole thing gets out of focus,’’ 
'ys the Rev. Dr. Robert Hershey, 
f New York's Trinity Lutheran 
hurch. 
“ The emphasis should be kept 
in Christ's' birth, and the basic 
ncamng of that event—God s love 
tor man. 
“ Balanced properly with this, 
however, Santa Claus can embel 
bsh the meaning for children. The 
spirit of Santa is interest in chil­ 
dren. The spirit of Christmas is 
God s interest in his children." 
This close theological analogy is 
what has made Santa such an ap­ 
propriate and enchanting aspect 
of the celebration in the realm of 
childhood. 
“ AU in all. be represents a 
wholesome idea for them," says 
the Rev. Raymond Rigney. assist­ 
ant superintendent 
of 
Roman 
Catholic schools in the New York 
archdiocese. “ We need a little 
whimsey in life.” 
But foundations must he laid. 
he adds. for children to realie 
the full spiritual implications, so 
they can take over where Santa 
leaves off It is this essential, the 
churchmen say, that is too often 
missing. 
When there is no Christian basis 
for Santa s role. Dr. Hershey says 
his fading away for the growing 
child leaves “ nothing but a void. 
The child must he taught «o as to 
translate the idea of Santa into 
the truths of Christmas." 
If there is a solid Christian 
background, the clergymen say. 
the transition is easy for the swift 
minds of the young. 
Even in history. Santa has a 
real prototype, St Nicholas a can­ 
noned third-century bishop, be­ 
loved for his charities and unex­ 
pected gifts Popular usage con­ 
tracted his name to Santa Claus. 
In the Roman Catholic Church. 
his feast day is on Dec. 8. hut 
devotions and attention to this 
genial saint of children is encour­ 
aged through the Christmas holi­ 
days.

New Chairman Of CRC Has Strong Convictions On Subject 


EAST LANSING. Mich . Dec 24] 
fi— Dr. John A. Hannah, newly 
named chairman of President Ei­ 
senhower's Civil Rights Commis-, 
sion. has some strong moral con­ 
victions on the subject. 
Hannah, president of Michigan 
State University, also has a rec­ 
ord of positive action on racial 
integration. 
One of his first acts when ap­ 
pointed MSU president in 1941 
was to integrate Negro and white 
students in campus dormitories. 
Soon afterward, he directed that 
all racial designations be stricken 
from student records, 
i “ It would 
he 
impossible to 


make a racial analysis of our stu­ 
dent population today or to tell 
a white student from a Negro on 
the basis of our records." he said 
An avid sports fan. especially 
of football. Hannah has insisted 
the Spartan teams will not play 
any school where Negroes might 
be embarrassed or deprived of 
rights equal with their white 
teammates. 
But Hannah has resisted occa­ 
sional demands that MSU hire 
Negroes as teachers or as other 
MSU employes on 
any quota 
basis. 
“ It is not the policy of the uni­ 
versity to examine the color of 
a man s skin for the purpose of 
either qualifying or disqualifying 


him for employment,'* Hannah' 
said. 
Hannah described himself as 
“hopeful rather than optimistic” 
about what the commission could 
accomplish. He termed the prob­ 
lems of civil rights and racial 
strife as one of the most crucial 
domestic issues in the United 
States today. 
In 1953, Hannah served for a 
year as assistant secretary of de 
fense. 
Under President Truman, he 
served as a member of the ad­ 
visory board which drew up pol­ 
icies for the Point Four program 
for economic aid 
to underde­ 
veloped nations He is now chair­ 
man of the U.S. section of the 


permanent Joint Canadian-U.S,! 
Defense Board. 
Last year he participated in a 
survey of the Far East for the 
U.S. 
Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. 
Hannah was born in Grand 
Rapids, Mich , in 1902 of Scotch- 
Irish ancestry. His father oper­ 
ated a hatchery and green house 
on a small farm on the outskirts 
of the city. 
He graduated from the MSU 
school of agriculture and became 
secretary of the college in 1935. 
He was unanimously selected as 
its 12th president in 1942. 
Hannah is married to the for­ 
mer Sarah Shaw and the couple 
have four children. 


They are members of St Paul'* 
Episcopal Church in Lansing.

associated with rocket launching, 
there also are “ lesser but very 
real dangers introduced by the 
handling and mixing of rocket 
fuels, not to mention the threat to 
life and property from missiles 
created by s u c c e s s f u I rocket 
launchings.” 
Specific recommendations made 
to public safety officials by the 
NFPA were 
I. Because of the danger to the

•such as outdoer rifle ran g es‘ and 
under strict supervision by quali­ 
fied persons thoroughly familiar 
with the involved hazards.

U.S. Moves To 
Spur Research 
In Health Field

new program designed to increase 
the number of scientists trained 
for research and academic c a ­ 


reers in fields of basic importance 
to health. 
The N a t i o n a l Institutes of 
Health, a part of the Public Health 
Service, will finance the program 
through aid grants for graduate 
level training in medical schools, 
universities and other qualified 
training institutions. 


A spokesman said about 13 mil­

dollars 
is 
available 
for 
launching the program this fiscal 
year, which ends next June 30. 
The Institutes of Health plan? 
to continue the pro gram in future 
years, financed by annual appro­ 
priations by Congress, but the 
spokesman said the scope has 
not been determined. 
Institutions receiving funds un­ 
der the new program will select 
and appoint individuals for pre- 
doctoral and postdoctoral train­ 
ing. The institutions will deter­ 
mine the stipends to be paid. 
Dr. Jam es A Shannon, director 
of the institutes, said in a state­ 
ment 
“ Additional 
trained

search personnel are badly need­ 
ed in such shortage areas as path­ 
ology, 
pharmacology, 
genetics, 
and anesthesiology, epidemiology,

Their football friendship has en­ 
dured and brought them together

O'Donnell's job is no soft touch. 
It brings no public glory or lime­ 
light. In fact he seldom even 
attends the public hearings at 
which the committee headed by 
Sen McClellan 
I) Ark 
is inves­ 
tigating racketeering in the labor- 
managcment field. 
While the witnesses are on the 
stand in the h e a r i n g room. 
O'Donnell usually will he found 
in his office two floors below in 
the Senate Office Building. There 
he employs an amazing memory, 
a knack for organization and hi- 
schooling in the law — although 
he is not a lawyer — to coordinate 
efforts ot about HO staft investi­ 
gators scattered from coast to 
coast on various missions, and 
about 20 noninvestigating aides. 
Never much of a crime new^ 
fan before, he has become a walk­ 
ing encyclopedia on names and 
incidents involved in skulldugger­ 
ies the committee is investigating 
You'd never guess O'Donnell's 
football background from his ap­ 
pearance Still the slim 165-pound­ 
er he was in the university, he 
seems shy, almost diffident That 


was not the impression football 
opponents had gained of him, by

Among O'Donnell's committee 
tasks, as he and Kennedy explain 
it. are these: 
1. "Know everything that's go­ 
ing on" and keep the investigators 
advised quickly of developments 
concerning their missions, wher­ 
ever they may he.

Mr. and Mrs Webb were inter­ 
ested several months ago in or­ 
ganizing a publishing house which 
would also publish a newspaper 
During the past three months a 
campaign to raise $30 OOO bv sale 
of stock had been conducted by

Ruling Could Be 


Costly To State 


ANNAPOLIS f» - A 1057 rulirs 
of tho Maryland Court of Appeals 
could cost tho state and it* sub 
divis.ons nearly 23 million dollars 
a year. 
That's an estimate by the State 
Tax Commission of the annual lo.** 
of tax revenue which could result 
from a decision by the state's 
highest court in favor of Sears 
Roebuck Co. 
Specifically, the high court said 
lit was discriminatory for the state 
:to asses* Sears inventories at 
market value while allowance was 
made for inllationary influences in 
real estate assessments. 
If real estate is assessed at a 
percentage of its market value, 
the appellate judges said, the 
same yardstick should he applied 
to personal property asse->sments. 
They sent the Sears case back far 
a reduction in the company * in­ 
ventory tax. 
The ruling, if applied generally, 
coulI reverse taxing procedure* 
which have been in effect 
in 
Maryland since the State Tax 
Commission was created in 1914. 
The implications of the court ru­ 
ling had state tax and fiscal of­ 
ficers tearing their hair. They 
considered asking for reargument 
of the case before the Court of 
Appeals, taking it to the U. S. 
Supreme Court or asking Gov.Mc­ 
Keldin to call a special session of 
the Legislature. 
Finally it was decided to mark 
time until February in the belief 
the 1958 General Assembly will 
put the tax situation back where it 
was. The Legislature could do this 
by authorizing assessors to treat 
personal property differently than 
real estate 
If 
the

change the law as the court inter­ 
preted it. the Tax Commission will 
undoubtedly he involved in a great 
many law suits aimed at reducing 
fax levies on all forms of personal 
property. 
The whole complicated question 
is expected to be dumped into the 
legislature's lap by Del. Cardin 
(I)-Balto 5th'. He announced he 
will introduce a bill to remove 
county and city power to tax the 
inventories and machinery of man­ 
ufacturers, 
Cardin'.* move is connected with 
a furor over the tax in Baltimore 
City. It was imposed on manufac­ 
turers in the city for the first 
time this year although business 
had to pay it on inventories for 
a long time. 
Cardin's bill would apply equally 
to the counties, many of whom 
have been taxing manufacturers 
all along. 
The tax commission estimated 
a maximum revenue loss of $22.* 
805,000 could result if the real es­ 
tate yardstick is used in assessing 
all other property, including farm 
machinery, hank shares, railways 
and public utilities. 
The breakdown of this maximum 
loss is $5,300 000 to the countie . 
$8,900 000 to Baltimore City and 
$o,600 OOO to the slate itself in di* 
lect taxes and equalization losses. 
The commission figured the min­ 
imum revenue loss to the State 
and its subdivision at $7,900 OOO. 
This is based on application of 
, the court ruling to business stocks 
and inventories only. 
The breakdown of the minimum 
loss is $1,400,000 to the counties, 
$3 600 OOO to Baltimore and $2 900,- 
000 to the State.

Has Christmas 
Really Changed? 


Looking back at the First Christmas — if 
indeed we really can from this distance — it 
would seem that the only appropriate comment 
is that we ve come a long, long way from there. 
But there is the question whether this 
distance we have put between ourselves and the 
time 
of Caesar Augustus 
involves 
more 
of 
“progress" or of tragedy. Each will find his own 
answer, depending upon his personal philosophy 
of optimism or of pessimism. Obviously, people 
have changed but little in these nearly two 
thousand years. Tyrants still inhabit the earth; 
there are still wars and rumors of wars; and 
humans remain fickle creatures who can worship 
and crucify with equal facility. Which inclines 
us to believe that in most things, as in the 
observance of Christmas, humanity changes more 
in its externals than in its basic nature. 
Certainly, we are a long way from the quiet 
wonderment 
of 
the 
handful 
of simple 
and 
frightened shepherds who gathered around a 
manger long ago in a far-away part of the world. 
Outwardly, Christmas today involves the hurly- 
burly of last-minute shopping and mailing, the 
putting up of evergreen trees, the frenzied as­ 
sembling of toys and household gadgets, and the 
visiting of department store Santas. 
Have 
we 
really 
changed 
Christmas, 
or 
merely its externals? Again, each must find his 
own answer, whether as a Christian who accepts 
the literal truth of the Nativity, or as a non- 
Christian who regards it as an inspiring legend, 
and thereby sees another kind of truth. 
If. 
remembering the shepherds, we can still find 
either kind of truth in it. then Christmas has 
not really changed, after all.

The Ordeal Of Paris 


It was a sound tradition up to the time of Woodrow 
Wilson for the President of the United States to avoid 
going abroad for diplomatic conference*. W ilson made 
a *orry mess of the Paris (Ymference; Roosevelt did 
badly at Teheran and Yalta; Trum an had a hard time 
at Potsdam ; Eisenhower has not done too brilliantly 
either at Geneva or at Parti. 
What was hi* objective in going to Paris'* 
After 
all. the Conference was not on a bead of state level, 
but on a prime minister level. 
Here we are on 
dangerous grounds, for while the American Constitu­ 
tion provide* for a head of state, namely, the P resi­ 
dent. it does not provide for a prime minister of any 
kind 
The President, besides being the head of state. 
is also the only executive authority, thus combining 
two responsibilities. 
Of course, the President could 
have sent his Secretary of State. John Faster Dulles, 
but he was apparently convinced by the White House 
Brigade that only he, personally, could save the world 
which is a Messianic concept of Messrs. Adams and 
Hagerty and serves neither the President nor the 
United States well. 


For a time. it was assumed that for reasons 
of h«v»lth, the President would remain in the I Bited 
States, and the Vice President, Richard Nixon, 
would represent him at Paris. 
Fortunately for 
Nixon't reputation as a charmer, he was elbowed 
aside and the President importuned to go himself 
at whatever risk. Then it had been suggested that 
the erstwhile Democratic candidate for President, 
Adlai Stevenson, go along, hut this came to nought, 
for many reasons, the principal one being that 
Stevenson no longer represents any real authority 
in the Democratic Party, his following being more 
in the A D A. than among the leaders In Congress. 
If Democrats were needed it would have been 
sm arter to have invited Senators Lyndon Johnson 
or Mike Mansfield. 


What has come oui of Paris is one of those diplo­ 
m atic compromises which usually melt into nothing in 
a few months. The Europeans are going to accept our 
missile bases with exceptions. 
However, if one were 
to go back over NATO history, it would be found that 
every basic item that was accepted at a general 
conference had to be gone over at individual confer­ 
ences directly with the particular country involved, 
and sometimes what was agreed upon did not m aterial­ 
ize; as, for instance, the number of divisions the 
European nations would provide. 
The fact of the m atter is that mast NATO m em bers 
are scared stiff of war. Khrushchev knows it and in 
sly humor, he scares them a little more on every 
occasion. 
He sent them all Christm as cards in the 
form of letters from Bulganin who teeters on the 
brink of oblivion in Khrushchev's lust for Stalin's 
power. 
So, the compromise was that the United States 
would agree to reopen the disarm am ent discussions. 
This is good for another year or two. But what Soviet 
Russia can now say to '.he E astern countries is that 
when Eisenhower cam e to Paris, he discovered that 
America s allies were no longer controlled by America 
but were somewhat more favorably dispased to Soviet 
Russia. 


From that standpoint. Russia will regard the 
Paris Conference as a victory for Soviet Russia 
which is not even a member of NATO and did not 
attend the Conference. The most shocking example 
of weakness was the stand of Prime Minister 
Macmillan who ought to know that the Russians 
are not to be trusted about anything. Nevertheless, 
he helped to push President Eisenhower into the 
possibility of another face-to-face bout with Khrush­ 
chev. 
This time, Marshal Zhukov will not be in 
attendance. 


• 
Actually Paris has accomplished enough if it is 
desirable to continue NATO. 
It is American policy 
to continue NATO; therefore that has been done. But 
the next big step in Europe will have to be an 
economic union of the Western European countries. 
Unless 
that 
takes 
place, 
missile 
bases 
or 
other 
defensive devices will not help because the economy 
of the Western nations grows weaker and weaker. 
Thus far, G reat Britain has not seen the wisdom of 
a European economic union, but Great Britain m ust 
come in or the pound will not survive. Great Britain 
cannot depend upon the United States to maintain the 
pound sterling, but a European economic union could 
strengthen a universal Western European currency.

What you think of the NATO 
conference depends entirely on 


what measuring rod you use 
In 
Washington, it was originally bill­ 
on as "the most portentous m eet­ 
ing of Western heads of state in 
forty y ea rs"—to borrow a phrase 
from an Eisenhower adm m is’ra- 
tion house organ. 
Yet the meeting did not re­ 
unite 
the 
increasingly 
divided 
West 
It only plastered over the 
cracks in the facade. It did not 
initiate a great 
new 
effort to 
rem edy the dangerous new tilt 
of the world balance of power. It 
only set in motion certain adjust­ 
ments of NATO's military m ach­ 
inery which will strengthen the 
purely local defense of Western 
Europe. 
Plastering cracks can be help­ 
ful. if the time thus gained » 
used 
for 
fundamental 
repairs. 
The local ^defense 
of 
Western 
Europe 
is a 
vital 
purpose of 
NATO—in the Europeans' eyes, 
almost the sole purpose of NATO. 
All the same, if this meeting's re ­ 
sults

“ portentous." then it has to be 
said that the portents are more 
than a little disturbing.

These are. first, a loosening of al­ 
liances on the side that has been 
weakened, second, a tendency to 
seek interminable parleys with 
the side that has grown strong­ 
er in the febrile hope that the 
strong will not insist upon the 
logic of their strength.

again, because a great upset of 
the world power balance has been 
perm itted by the shocking neglect 
of defense needs in Washington 
in the last five years.

In the early Christmas morning, 
the finely sculptured invitation of 
Christie Consolator comes out of 
the shadows of the rotunda, aw- 
somely beautiful: 
“Come unto me all ye that are 
weak and heavy laden and I will 
give you rest.” 
6oft, sure footsteps test the si­ 
lence. Shadowy figures—starched 
blue trimmed in starched w h ite- 
come to stand before the out­ 
stretched arm s of the Master 
Healer. 
A word, a gesture. 
Softly, surely, the song rises 
above the magnificent statue into 
the towering dome: 
“0 come, all ye faithful, joyful 
and triumphant.

There was plenty of snow for 
everyone in 1951 as 3 2 inches 
fell on December 18 19 upon 12 
inches of parked snow which ar­ 
rived earlier that month.
